REMARKS 



This Response is submitted in reply to the final Office Action mailed on April 18, 2006. 
Claims 17-20, 23, 24 and 26-30 are pending in the patent application. Claim 26 has been 
allowed. Claims 17 and 30 have been amended. No new matter has been added by this 
Response. 

The drawings were objected to under 37 C.F.R. § 1. 83(a) because the Patent Office states 
that the term "support" must be shown in the drawings. The Patent Office also rejects claim 30 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph as being indefinite because the term "support" in claim 
30 is not linked to any other structure. Applicants have amended claim 30 to replace the term 
"support" with the term "cabinet". Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the 
objections under § 1.83(a) and § 1 12 be withdrawn. 

Claims 17-19 and 23-24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent No. 542,341 to Little ("ZzW) in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,245,801 to 
Boesvert CBoesverf). Applicants respectfully disagree with and traverse this rejection for the 
following reasons. 

Amended claim 17 is directed to a method of securing tools removed fi"om a lockable 
cabinet and placed on a roUing cart without removing the tools firom the cart. The method 
includes suspending on the outside of the cabinet an open-bottom locker with a side-access 
doorway closable by a lockable door, opening the door, rolling the cart with the tools into the 
locker through the doorway and closing and locking the door. The combination of Little and 
Boesvert does not disclose or suggest the subject matter of amended claim 17. 
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Little is directed to a kitchen cabinet having an upper half A and a lower half B. Halves 
A and B combine to form the cabinet and neither are suspended from the other as in the claimed 
invention. 

Boesvert is directed to a grill cover housing having rollers 19 and a closable door 5 (See 
Fig. 4). Boesvert does not disclose or suggest multiple structures such as a cabinet and locker or 
that such structures are suspended from one another. 

For at least these reasons. Applicants respectfully submit that the combination of Little 
and Boesvert does not disclose, teach or suggest the claimed invention. Accordingly, Applicants 
submit that amended claim 17 and claims 18-20 and 23-24, which depend from amended claim 
17, are each patentably distinguished over the combination of Little and Boesvert and are in 
condition for allowance. 

Claims 17, 20 and 27-28 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent No. 5,443,311 to Kadlecek {''Kadleceie") in view of British Publication No. 
477,158 ("the *158 publication"). Applicants respectfully disagree with and traverse this 
rejection for the following reasons. 

A person of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combine Kadlecek and the 
'158 publication to achieve the claimed invention. In order to make an obviousness rejection 
under § 103, there must be some teaching or motivation found in the references to make the 
combination. 

Kadlecek is directed to a puUout work platform for a drawer. Fig. 1 illustrates a tool 
cabinet 10 which includes a roll cabinet module 11 having a housing 12 and an end cabinet 
module 45 supported on one of the sidewalls 13 or 14 of the roll cabinet module 11. (Col. 3, 
lines 32-46). The end module includes drawers which slide outward to enable a person to access 
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tools or other parts stored in the cabinet. The cabinet 10 includes a plurality of casters or wheels 
17 that enable the cabinet to be moved. 

The '158 publication discloses a stationary cabinet having hinge doors 8 and a hinged lid 
10 on the top of the cabinet. The stationary cabinet of the ' 158 pubhcation does not move nor is 
it meant to be moved. Therefore, articles stored in the cabinet are placed on a wagon or a cart 
which is rolled into and out of the cabinet. 

A person of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combine Kadlecek and the 
'158 publication to achieve the claimed invention where there is no teaching, motivation or 
suggestion in either reference to make such a combination. Kadlecek teaches a cabinet having an 
end module which stores tools in drawers. The cabinet 10 is movable from one location to 
another. Accordingly, a person of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combine 
Kadlecek with the stationary cabinet of the '158 publication where there is absolutely no 
motivation in either reference to make this combination. 

Nevertheless, even if Kadlecek and the '158 publication are combined, the combination 
does not disclose or suggest the claimed invention. 

As stated above, Kadlecek discloses a cabinet 10 having a plurality of drawers wherein a 
plurahty of tools are stored in the drawers. Kadlecek does not disclose or suggest a cabinet 
having a lockable door or any type of door. Furthermore, the '158 publication discloses a pair of 
hinged doors and a hinged lid. The '158 pubhcation does not disclose or suggest lockable doors 
or providing any types of locks on the doors and lid. Furthermore, the '158 publication states 
that an object of its invention is that the cart (stored in the cabinet) is "readily accessible" for 
serving and transporting cocktails in a convenient manner. (Page 1, line 65-75). Applicants 
submit that it would not be obvious to include locks on the cabinet of the ' 158 publication where 
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doing so would inhibit access to the cart in the cabinet and make such a cabinet less convenient 
and not "readily accessible". 

For at least these reasons, AppUcants submit that claims 17, 20 and 27-28 are patentably 
distinguished over the combination of Kadlecek and the '158 publication and in condition for 
allowance. 

Claim 29 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kadlecek in 
view of the '158 publication and in further view of Boesvert. Claim 29 depends from claim 27. 
Therefore, Applicants submit that claim 29 is distinguishable from the cited references for the 
reasons provided above with respect to claim 27 and for the fiirther reasons that the combination 
of Kadlecek, the '158 publication and Boesvert does not disclose or suggest the novel elements 
of claim 29 in combination with the novel elements of claim 27. 

Additionally in the Office Action, the Patent Office requested that Applicants produce 
any evidence relating to Applicants' initial disclosure concerning "Mateo tools" to the Patent 
Office. AppUcants have found the documents submitted in the initial disclosure regarding Mateo 
tools. Copies of these documents are attached to this Response as Exhibits 1, 2 and 3. 

In Ught of the above, Applicants submit that claims 17-20, 23-24 and 27-29, as well as 
allowed claims 26 and 30 are patentable and non-obvious over the art of record because the cited 
art does not disclose, teach or suggest the subject matter of these claims. Accordingly, 
AppUcants request that claims 17-20, 23-24 and 27-29, in addition to allowed claims 26 and 30, 
be deemed allowable at this time and a timely notice of allowance be issued in this case. 
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No fees are due. If any other fees are due in connection with this appUcation, the Patent 
Office is authorized to deduct the fees from Deposit Account No. 19-1351. If such withdrawal is 
made, please indicate the attomey docket number (25493-451590) on the account statement.
